New Tork, Oct. 21.—(Special.]—The 
Courier-Journal correspondent with as 
many us 6,000 people was out off en¬ 
tirely from tho Cleveland meeting at 
Carnegie Hall to-night. As ne«.r as he 
could get to tho place of meeting 
was a square, and then the police 
forced him back. Special tickets did 
not influence the police to allow him to 
go a step further. They simply said 
that the hall was packed and thousands 
were vainly seeking an entrance. The 
crowd outside to gain admittance was 
tremendous, the like o<f which has per¬ 
haps never been seen before In Nov 
York. The meeting was great In point 
of attendance and enthusiasm. Thou¬ 
sand* of people struggled to gain en¬ 
trance to the hall. It was Mr. Cleve¬ 
land's first and only speech of the cam¬ 
paign, 

John G. Carlisle, Secretary of the 
Treasury under Mr. Cleveland, was also 
a speaker and shared with the former 
President the great burst of oathusloam 
at the meeting.

St. Petersburg. Oct. 22. 2 a. m.—The 
rival armies of Russia and Japan, en¬ 
trenched a short distance from each 
other, south of the Shakhe river, are 
forced to continued Inactivity until the 
fine weather now prevailing dries the 
eodden ground and the tired warriors 
are sufficiently rested to resume opera¬ 
tions. A dispatch from Mukden to the 
Associated Press reports that the Rus¬ 
sians yesterduy confined themselves to 
a bombardment of Shakhe station and 
the adjoining village of Lamatungr. the 
Japanese feebly responding. This n*w^ 
clears up an Interesting point, und 
show* that Shakhe station Is not held 
by the Russians. 

Russian correspondents report that 
some regiments of the Fifth Siberian 
corps have been engaged in slight skir¬ 
mishes on the advance line the past 
few days. The fact that the First and 
Fifth Siberian were the only corps 
hitherto unmentioned In reports of the 
fighting on October 19 shows that Gen 
Kuropatkin has sent the reserves to 
the trenches, leaving other much-trl ft d 
corps to a. thorough rest. Meanwhile 
the Goesacks are raiding the Japanese 
lines. 

It ha« been developed that after the 
Lone Tree H1U rout the Japanese were 
unable to remove a number of cannon 
In addition to those left on the hill, 
and which remained midway between 
the Russian and Japanese trenches. As 
they lay, these guns were so exposed 
to fire from both tides that It was im¬ 
possible for either Russians or Japan¬ 
ese to get possession of them during 
daylight, and repeated attempts have 
been made by both sides to secure the 
guns under cover of darkness. Up to 
the present time only Cossack detach¬ 
ments have succeeded In getting any 
of these cannon. The dexterky of the 
Cossacks In this sort of work was re¬ 
peatedly Illustrated during the Russian 
army maneuvers. On one occasion 
they 0'tsrracted the artillery harness, 
completely disabling all the batteries 
of their rival com bn turn*. 

THE CENSOR IS ABSENT 

And Col. Gaedke Is Enabled To Send 
Out a Little News. 

Berlin, Oct 21.—Col. Gaedke, war cor¬ 
respondent of tho Tagoblntt. tele¬ 
graphed to bis paper to-day from Muk¬ 
den a* follows: "Have been unable to 
telegrnp for two days owing to the 
absence of the censor on the 19th and 
20th. Only an occasional eho-t breaks 
the stillness. A general Russian At¬ 
tack appeared to have been planned for 
the night of October 20. but a freshet 
in the Shakhe river prevented it. The 
roads and fields are drying slowly. It 
rained again the night of the 20th. Th* 
Russian loo.^s were frtghtful. Single 
regiment* have as few as 800 men left. 
The Viborg regiment, of which Empe¬ 
ror William Is honorary Colonel, had 
twenty officers and 300 men killed. The 
feeling Is accordingly grave. No end 
is visible of the ghastly slaughter. 

"Mb skill In leadership can bring vic¬ 
tory In the present straggle, but only 
the firmer will of the commander and 
his troops. The wounds are much 
more dangerous now than formerly. 
This Is partly due to the use of the old- 
style Japanese rifles, with their flat¬ 
tened, cojiper-covered bullets, and pnA- 
ly\fo the thicker clothing of the «ol- 
dler*. 1 have private news from 'Fort 
Arthur that there Is abundant ammuni¬ 
tion for two months and provisions for 
a much longer perlbd. Nobody In the 
fortress thinks it can ever fall. The 
Chinese report barbarous cruelties on 
the part of the Japanese. The mere 
possession of Russian money Is dan¬ 
gerous at New Chwang.

EVIDENCES OF ACTIVITY 

Of Revolutionary Sentiment Discov¬ 
ered By Russian Police. 

St. Petersburg, Oct. 22 2:16 a. m.—Tho 
police continue to discover in various 
parts of Russia, and notably in the 
•outh rind in Poland, evidences of rev¬ 
olutionary activity such a* was de¬ 
scribed in the St. Petersburg dispatch 
to the Aesoriated Preas on October 8. 
According to reports reoelwd at .the 
Ministry of the Interior most of the 
revolutionary literature that is being 
dtesemiraa-ted comes from Jews. 

At Minsk a great niase of prockima- 
tlon», pamphlets, false seals and pa«i- 
ports were discovered in a Jew's lodg¬ 
ings. together with e\ idenccs that they 
L.une from aluvwid for distr i bution 
throughout RuH&la. At Kerch a Jew 
reservist who bid escaped service v n 
account of phyrluU disability was 
found running a printing press, turning 
out addresses to nea*-*rvisH« urging tb&m 
iu)t to Join tihe color*. At Ttrula. wheie 
an Infernal arsenal was located by the 
police, several Jews w*r arrested for 
fomenting strlk** dlsturbaaicxs and 
str^i manifestations /unoftg workmen.

A 
few minutes before the light occurred 
Vaughn left the house and started to 
walk down Pine street. The detectives 
closed In on him after he bad gone «ome 
distance from the house and be was ar¬ 
rested. 

Accompanied by their prlroner the 
detectives rartun*ed and entered the 
house. Shea. McCluakey and Dwyer 
were le&dtng; Boyle and James were 
behind with tfhe prisoner. 

Hardly had the ctetiectives entered the 
room In which Rose and RlaJr were 
seated when they were met with a vol¬ 
ley of Shots from a heavy caliber re¬ 
volver. Shea sank to th** floor on the 
first shot and Dwyer followed almost 
instantly. 

By that time the detectives had 
drawn their revolvers and there was a 
deafening exchange of shots for sev¬ 
eral seconds.

TEARFUL SCENE 


ENACTED BY MRS. ANNE BUT- 
TORFF IN COURT ROOM. 


Implored the Judge Not To Take Her 
Children Away From Her. 


Nashville. Tenn., Oct. 21.—[Special.] 
—Mrs. Anne Buttorff, of Louisville, the 
divorced wife of Meritor Rimmons, a 
local hotel proprietor, was the central 
figure In a habea* corpus case In the 
Circuit Court to-day. 

Mrs. Buttorff claims the children, l»oy 
and girl, seven and nine years old, w r ere 
awarded her by the Kentucky court, 
but last July her former husband went 
to Louisville and took the chlldr-n 
from her. She followed them to Nash¬ 
ville and on Thursday filed a petition 
for a writ of habeas corpus. This can»> 
up to-day, but there w^ere zo many legal 
complications In the case that It goes 
over until to-morrow. After adjourn¬ 
ing the hfearlng the mother asked that 
the children be left -with her over night. 
This was refused; but Judge Taylor 
granted the mother one hour with the 
children In the court room. * Then fol¬ 
lowed a most affecting scene, the wom¬ 
an car»M*sing the children and sobbing 
all the time. Court officers withdrew 
»n great was the impression made upon 
them. When Judge Taylor announced 
that th* children would have to go 
back with the father for the night Mrs. 
Buttorff broke down. 

"Oh, Judge! Judge!" she cried. "I 
only want my children: don't take them 
from me. They are mine. Judge; don't 
take them away." The father said he 
would give up the children if they could 
be well cared for and he could go to 
see them as often as he wished. He 
Pxrk them, ha said, because he was 
better able to care for them.

WASTE IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


"As to the complicity of President 
Marroquln, aided by Cromwell, In the 
effort to fotve upon Colombia the ac¬ 
ceptance of the terms of ar unauthor¬ 
ized contract between the United RLaiea 
and the N**w Panama Canal Company. 
I have recently stated the facts from 
the public record in paper? published 
In the Courier-Journal. These facta 
often stated In the Senate have not 
been, and will not be successfully dis¬ 
puted. 

"Mr. Cromwell was the agent of the 
Panama Can-al Company In the begin¬ 
ning or Ibis scheme, and In the ending 
of It; the dismemberment of Colomb r a 
More than any other American he Is re¬ 
sponsible for Its atrocious conse¬ 
quences. The President la responsible 
for the reputation of holding In con¬ 
temptuous disregard our treaty with a 
weaker American republic, and of her 
Constitution, and the laws and Consti¬ 
tution of the United States, The prop¬ 
erty so acquired will not be w'orth the 
cost In the moral reckoning of coming 
generations. It wdll be a disastrous 
load of anxiety and distress to this gen¬ 
eration, If we are to send an embassy 
to Panama to reconcile her to the en¬ 
forcement of our tariff laws In the ca- 
nnl zone that belongs to us, whenever 
she, or any foreign Power with whom 
she Is In alliance, may object to free 
trade between the occupants of that 
zone and other parts of the United 
States.

What It Means. 


"This is the pith and substance of the

DAY OF RECKONING COMING. 


"As to the dispatch of Mr. Hay of 
January 21, 1903, which Senator Cul¬ 
berson says was withheld from the Sen¬ 
ate, 1 hope that some explanation will 
be given that is satisfactory to tho 
country. The dispatch has an unpleas¬ 
ant character w'hen we consider that 
Mr. Herran. who Is only a charge d'af- 
falrs. was Instructed to sign the treaty 
with Colombia, had to Insist upon seme 
amendments that do not appear and 
that he was evidently reluctant to sign 
it. Concha, the minister from Colom¬ 
bia, had refused to sign the treaty after 
he had negotiated it because Marroquln 
had no power to make the concession 
it contained to the New Panama Caruti 
Company, and Silvia had been recalled 
and Imprisoned by Marroquln for re¬ 
fusing to negotiate with the United 
States on the basis of the recognition 
of the demands of the New Panama 
Canal Company. I deeply regret the 
harshness of the demands made by Mr. 
Hay on the Colombian charge d'af¬ 
faires. but this was the last chance to 
assure the policy of the President and 
Marroquln to place the New Panama 
Canal Company In full command of the 
entire diplomatic situation." 


Esopus. X. Y., Oct. 21.—Judge Par¬ 
ker to-day addressed a delegation from 
Hudson county, N. J.. on the subject 
of administrative extravagance, an¬ 
swering a speech made by Secretary of 
War Taft, In which the Secretary called 
upon the Democrats to give a bill of 
particulars In connection with their 
charge that economy In Government 
affairs had been forgotten In the years 
the Republicans have been in control 
of national affairs 

Judge Parker quoted a few totals 
from official reports, which, he asserted, 
not only raised the presumption of ex¬ 
travagance but proved it. A bill of 
particulars will be given, be said, when 
a Democratic administration gets a 
chance at the books. Judge Parker 
snld: 

The expenditures of the Government, it 
is claimed by the AdmlnlstiMtion. have 
been managed In a spirit of economy aa 
fur removed from waste hs from niggard- 
lines*. Th*t the expenditures of th* Gov¬ 
ernment have been free from nlggurdd- 
lies* cannot. 1 think, be successfully de¬ 
nied; hence It should be, and Is. fran'ily 
admitted. With the claim that the ex¬ 
penditures have been managed In a spirit 
of economy, wo must lake Issue. The 
facts presented In support of the charge 
of extravagance have not been an- 
sw’ered. 

« • • • 

Figures Cannot Be Denied. 

We asserted that only seven ycurs age 
anfl under a Democratic President the 
total **xp«?ni'oa of this Government were 
less than three hundred and idxty-slx 
millions of dollars, and we charged that 
In the last fiscal year the expenditures 
were over five hundred and ©ighty-lwo 
millions of dollars. Th*se figures have 
not been denied, and they cannot bo. De¬ 
ducting from the latter amount the sum 
paid by this Government for the Panama 
canal and the Panama canal rights, wo 
still have five hundred ajtd thirty-two 
millions of dollars. 

After making that deduction we find 
that It cost about lltfrtA‘X>,000 more to run 
the Government last year than it d]d sev¬ 
en years ago. That statement on Its face 
rniscs the presumption of extravagance 
and wantc. n presumption which require# 
evidence to overcome. 

None has been presented. By way of In¬ 
direct answer to the Democratic charge 
n( extravagance the inquiry hes be*»n put 
by the Administration whether we propose 
to cut off the pensions? We answer, cer¬ 
tainly not. And we further assert that 
the Inference suggested by the question is 
not Ingenuous. The amount paid out in 
pensions ha* been decreasing every year 
since 1WW. But for the unwarranted order 
No. 78—which was fully considered in my 
letter of acceptance—the amount paid for 
pensions In the seventh preceding ye»r 
would have exceeded the amount paid last 
year. As It was. the difference was only* 
tt.GOO.006. It Is therefore necessary for the 
Administration to look in oilier directions 
than the disbursement for pensions for 
the Justification for the excess of ex¬ 
penditures of last year over that of sev¬ 
en years ago of over |MO.OOO,flOO.

House of Bishops To Vote To-day

"The President, taking alarm at 
these and other Indication^ and minors. 
Is preparing to meet this beginning of 
trouble by flattering the 'Spanish pride* 
of these people—our stepchildren. He 
has created a grand ambassadorial 
commission, headed by the Secretary of 
War. to t>e sect out in a W’ar vessel, 
attended with such helpers ai* he may 
telect, to visit Panama in great state 
after electior and to conjure that Gov¬ 
ernment into a more placid state of 
mind. The President's letter to the 
Secretary of State manifests anxiety, 
enjoining haste upon his Ambassador In 
dispatching the high mission with 
which he Is IntruMed. and Minister 
Barrett is sent ahead by the mosx di¬ 
rect route to prepay tfhe way and suit¬ 
able accommodations for the Lmbaa*y. 
He also sent affectionate assurance* to 
the Pa.nanm marplots of his good wdll 
and h!s disposition to reconcile them to 
our presence In Panama. He evidently 
hopes to keep them quiet until after the 
election, and to assure them of his pow¬ 
er to do no he give* fresh orders for 
fresh marines to proceed to the canal 
zone. After the election large provis¬ 
ions may not be necessary to prevent 


Boston, Oct. 21,—The only impor¬ 
tant piece of legislation adopted at the 
Episcopal general convention to-day 
was a resolution In the House of Depu¬ 
ties. which provides for special forms 
of worship to meet the requirements of 
foreign congregations, which might be 
brought Into the church. The resolu¬ 
tion was presented some time ago by 
Dr. William R. Huntington, of New 
York.

The House of Bishops onsldered the 
amendment to the divorce canon, plac¬ 
ing further restrictions upon the re¬ 
marriage of Innocent persons in a di¬ 
vorce for infidelity, which was adopted 
by the Deputies yesterday as a com¬ 
promise. but aft?r discussing tho issue 
In secret for two hours an 1 a half a 
vote waa deferred until to-morrow.

If we are to play the role 
of the "Big Policeman" In the South 
American Stages, requiring each to act 
according to some Administration’s con¬ 
cept.on "of decency In industrial and po¬ 
litical matters." and further require It to 
‘keep order, and pay Its obligations." 
according to the standard Which may 
be set by each succeeding Administra¬ 
tion; and If. m addition, the Administra¬ 
tion may at pleasure see to it that the 
Bastes “govern themselves well and bs 
prosperous and orderly." according to the 
criterion which may bo set by *ach Ad-, 
miulstraton. then w»* should readily ad¬ 
mit that we should have an array costing 
one hundred end fifteen millions of dollars 
a year.

Thr People to Be Heard From. 

We should further frankly concede that 
the chances are that an attempt to exe¬ 
cute such a policy wll! require a much 
i larger army than we have now, and much 
J greater expenditure of money than one 
hundred and fifteen millions of dollars a 
year. But the people have not as yet 
approved the Admiolstratlon's policy In 
dealing with the South American States, 
They have not yet snld by their votes 
that thev are In favor of conferring upon 
tin President the power to nterfere with 
the internal affairs of a South American 
State nt pleasure; to Investigate their 
form of government; to *ee whether or 
not he Is sntisfled with it. nhd.

An at- 
t mpt to exercise such a power would 
c institute a usurpation prohibited by the 
Constitution of the United States. Hence, 
•t t* safe to assume that notwithstanding 
the letter to Secretary Root, which was

\d-miirtstration will dare attempt to "es¬ 
tablish a un!v«r**l protectorate over 
American States." or to become responsi¬ 
ble far their misdeeds.

ailnltt has taken charge of the college

vf Dr. Hlhltt's administration has l*?en 
shown. The college students. the fac¬ 
ulty, the board of trustee* and the 
two synods have taken on new life slnoe 
tne inauguration, and the effect of the 
ttddresses which were made hen* yes¬ 
terday at the inaugural services has 
marked the beginning of a rapidly 
widening field of Influence for the great 
Presbyterian school.

Former Attorney General Knox, 
mown more widely from the fulsome 
•ulogy paid him by President Roose¬ 
velt upon his resignation to accept the 
;ppolntment of the Governor of Penn- 
rylvanla as Senator to succeed Matt 
Juay, made a campaign speech In New* 
fork Thursday night more remark- 
ible for what he omitted to say than 
rhat was actually uttered. While in 
*ffice as the special member of the 
fabinet charged with the enforcement 
»f the law. It became his duty to en- 
’orce what Is known as the Sherman 
let. inflicting severe penalties upon 
torporate combinations organised for 
he monopoly of business and the sup¬ 
pression of competition. That there 
ibould be no excuee for failure In such 
luty Congress, at the recommendation 
#f tl^e President, who seemed to have 
i temporary impulse to arrest their 
ilegal practices, appropriated $500,000 
o aid In their prosecution. Yet In* near-

Tho Epistlo To Shaw. 

In his letter to Albert Shaw, made 
public by Senator Oulberfion, President 
Roosevelt, among other things, shows 
that he was hardly candid when he 
declaimed, as he did time and again 
after the secession of Panama, that 
he had ary knowledge of that Affair 
until after it hod been openly consum¬ 
mated. 

He and his defenders have been ex¬ 
plicit in denying- such know ledge on 
his port, notwithstanding the fact that 
his actions In preparing to aid the 
movement w-ith the navy clearly dem¬ 
onstrated such knowledge. But now 
here Is a private letter, written by him¬ 
self. which shows that on or before 
October 10 a proposition had been made 
to him to foment the secession which 
took place November 3. “I cast aside,” 
he wrote to Stew, “the proposition 
made at this time to foment the seces¬ 
sion of Panama.” 

So. after all, there was such a prop¬ 
osition, and there was a knowledge on 
his part of the proposed secession, not¬ 
withstanding the stream of denial of 
these very things which flowed /rom 
the White House when they were 
charged against the Administration 
soon after the secession. 

In view of this proof of the Presi¬ 
dent's foreknowledge of the seces¬ 
sion, the reasons which he gives for 
casting aside the proposition to forqent 
It are of little moment. There Is noth¬ 
ing which Theodore Roosevelt has done, 
and which he has been mest condemned 
for doing, for which. In the abstract, 
the strongest oondienvnatrton cannot be 
found in the moralizing and philos¬ 
ophizing of Theodoie Roosevelt himself 

The other rlgnlflcant sentence In the 
letter Is that in which, after moraliz¬ 
ing that the United States Government 
"cannot go Into the securing by such 
underhand means the cession,” he con¬ 
fesses; "Privately, I freely say to you 
that I should be delighted If Panama 
were an Independent State, or If it 
made itself so at this moment; but for 
me to say so publicly would amount 
to an instigation of a revolt and there¬ 
fore I cannot say It.” 

The point of this cannot be clearly 
appreciated until looked at In the light 
of the history which Us writer has 
made.

the reports on Canadian trade for the 
last fiscal year, which ended June 30. 
For that year the Imports were $243,- 
580,424, an Increase of nearly nineteen 
millions over the previous year. The 
exports were of the value of $133.414,431*. 
a decrease of nearly sixteen millions. 
This left what is called an adverse bal¬ 
ance of {fade of mone than forty-five 
millions os compared with ten millions 
the year before. But there is the usual 
difficulty, so far as the statistics go, 
of owing how the balance was liqui¬ 
dated. It was not paid In gold, as 
Canada. Imported nine millions In gv>ld, 
and exported nothing except what ap¬ 
pears ns "products of the mines” In the 
merchandise columns. /Thus Canada 
seems to have gotten $54,000,000 for 
nothing, which ought not to be a mat¬ 
ter of complaint. If It ^ere true, though 
of course It Is not true. The so-called 
adverse balance was not correctly 
shown, and perhaps there was no real 
balance at ail, if the valuations wore 
corrected. Canada has been buying 
American et eJ] mils, for example, at 
$8 or $10 a t pn less than they sell for 
at hpme, while they doubtless go Into 
the tables at the American price. 

Canada's dutiable Imports were about 
three-fifths of the whole, while two- 
fifths were free. The duties on Im¬ 
ports amounted to nearly $41,000,000, an 
average of about 28 per cent. In the 
same year the dutiable imports into 
the United States paid an average of 
nearly 50 per cent. This is what many 
Canadians complolu of. They want a 
tariff as high as our 9 , and If they get 
It ihcy may be able to shut out a good 
many of the classes of goods which 
have been entering Canada from the 
United States. Hence Canadian reci¬ 
procity is favored by two classes of 
people in this country. Those who de¬ 
sire to buy from Canada without pay¬ 
ing so high a tariff have already been 
mentioned. But there Is another nu¬ 
merous class who hove been selling to 
Canada, or desire to sell goods there. 
They either fear a raising of the tariff 
wall or desire to see it lowered by com- 
menelal treaty. They are not satisfied 
with the present situation, either be¬ 
cause they wish to sell more than they 
are now doing or because they fear 
that the present situation will be ren¬ 
dered more unfavorable by the putting 
up of the Canadian tariff. 

As to the aggregate of Canadian 
trade the showing is very favorable. 
The figures do not look imposing w hen 
compared with ours, but they are po 
when we consider the difference of pop¬ 
ulation. While our exports last year 
were about $17.50 per capita, those of 
Canada were $36. or more than doublp 
our« In proportion to population. Our 
Imports were $12.50 per head of popula¬ 
tion, while Canada's were $ 44 , or be¬ 
tween three and four times as much. 
Our protectionists say that this was a 
misfortune, because It created an ad¬ 
verse balance to be paid for in gold. 
Now the Canadians doubtless needed 
these good* or they would not have 
bought them. It docs not appear that 
they paid for them In gold, for they 
Imported nine millions In gold. But 
the returns of this trade and of ours 
tend to show’ that our foreign trade 
ha« by no means reached Its limits. 
Our imports must be multiplied more 
than three limes before they equal 
those of Canada In proportion to pop¬ 
ulation. If that be thought undesir¬ 
able, surely no American protectionist 
will «ay that It is not desirable to 
double our exports, and If we should 
do tliat w’e should still not beNequal to 
Canada, population considered. But 
wo cannot double our exports without 
increasing our Imports also, for one 
must pay for the other, barring the In¬ 
considerable quantities of gold that 
may change hands. The figures of 
Canadian trade show how preposterous 
Is the claim that our export trade Is all 
that could be desired. Canada's ex¬ 
ample shows that w’e might easily 
double It, If we were wlHlng to huy as 
w’eli as to sell In larger quantities. Mr. 
McKinley said we could not expect to 
j go on selling everything while buying 
little or nothing. The present Adminis¬ 
tration says we can, thereby Overruling 
McKinley. But the statistics or trade 
overrule the stand-patters.

Knox has rendered the public a service 
In explutnlng what has heretofore b'«n 
merely surmised, but not authoritative¬ 
ly acknowledged. The trusts by their 
attitude to the Administration have 
mown that they fully understood the 
4purposes of the President. How hls 
Wiewa have keen carried out through the 
appointment of Secretary Cortel.vou as 
•the head of the new department and 
how, as chairman of the Campaign 
Committee, Mr. Cortelyou is utilizing 
the Information thus derived, is now 


while admitting that the United States 
could n-ot resort to such an underhand 
means of securing the canal route, he 
did not find a way to resort to. that 
very method of cecurtng it. On the 
contrary, there is everything In those 
developments to prove that he did that 
very thing.

Canada’s Foreign Trade. 

The opponents of reciprocity with 
Canada ar^ fond of saying that it is 
unnecessary from an American stand¬ 
point. In taking this posltdon they at 
course assume their u«ual ground that 
it Is only exports that count, and as 
our exports to the Dominion are larger 
than hers to us, there Is no need of 
any change. In this they disregard 
the New' England people, who wish 
to buy coal and other commodi¬ 
ties fron\ Canada, largely because 
of their geographical portion. By 
buying Canadian coal they would get 
the benefit of cheap ocean transista¬ 
tion. The American consumer, as 
usual, Is left out of the cajculatlon. 

But even from the standpoint of ex¬ 
ports alone there Is something to be 
said. Many Canadians are raising a 
row because their Imports from the 
United States exc*ed tholr exporla to 
this country so largely. They do not 
consider that the United S La tea la 
giving them fair trade, and they wish 
to retaliate. Hence they clamor for a 
higher tariff to help shut out imports 
from this country and also for greater 
preferences to British goods over 
American. Already measures have 
been taken to preven't “dumping" in 
Canada by American manufacturers. 
Whether the tariff shall be put up de¬ 
pends upon the result of the elections, 
now less than two weeks ahead.

Edmunds, of Vermont.

Once upon n time on Irishman named 
Bernard Shaw cast away from the every¬ 
day sort of drunrn known as Problem 
Drama ami founded a new kind that 
might be known as the Puzzle Drama. A 
man of fortune, he could afford to preach 
as he pleaded, write as ho pleased and 
defy the nymagera os he pleased. When 
he found managers refusing to stage hls 
v orks because they were unconventional 
he was filled with drilght, for that, above 
all things, Is the quality hp aimed for. 
But, if not frequently produced, hls plays 
reached th* public In book form, and when 
he discovered the public perplexing It* 
gray matter over the significance of thi* 
or that drama he fell back into his Morris 
chaJr and chuckled In high glee; for that, 
too, Is one of the effects hi* strove for. lu 
most Instances this Irishman undertook In 
hls writings to assail tho poseur* of the 
world—poking soldiers, posing lovers and 
posing husbands—but hls own methods 
were *0 spectacularly peculiar as to arouse 
in many minds a suspicion that in making 
a very laudable war on attitudes he him¬ 
self was striking an attitude. 

Now, thin writer composed, among oth¬ 
ers. a diverting three-act comedy named 
"Candida," and this I* the on© that wa* 
given »t Macauley's bast evening by Ar¬ 
nold Daly and hls company. The chief 
characters af the play are Candida, the 
wife; tho Rev. Jam©* Morrell, the hus 
l-and, iind Eugene Maxchbankf, a boy 
pool. Candida Is an all-wlae, exceedingly 
practical woman, who understands her 
husband better than he understands him¬ 
self, und she loves him In a plain, prac¬ 
tical wuy. The husband is a self-sum- 
cieivt, fitted preacher, an overgrown boy. 
who do«s not awaken until the last to a 
rause of hls wife’s Importance la hls ||fe. 
The poet J* a flighty young dreamer who 
develops a mighty, lofty lov« for this 
other man* wife, and In hls own imag¬ 
ination places a halo about her head and 
her on an alabaster pedestal. The 
Incidents or the play arise from the con- 
hk*t of the three natures—the sermonizing 
Morrell; the matter-of-Duct Candida, who 
look* after the household affairs and re- 
fciipli* the poet as a very callow and vis¬ 
ionary youth, and Marohbanks, who 
weens at the thought of Car d Ida’s "bvau-j 
tiful finders slicing onions," In the third 
act the climax comes.

Bhe choose* "the 
weaker of tho two"—Morrell. "Out Into 
the night, 'then* with mol" exclaims 
March banks. 

Shaw’s text says the poet take* a se¬ 
cret along with him. And this has caused 
much of the oontrovenry. What is the 
secret? people have asked in their be¬ 
wilderment. Shaw himself wrote very re¬ 
cently that.tho poet’s secret was some¬ 
thing like this: « T If that greasy preacher 
and wife consider themselves happv, I do 
not core to bo happy." 

Avpdlcneos will not be sadefied alto¬ 
gether with this ut.answering answer by 
In© author. They will want to figure out 
Home now teachings for themselves. AJvd 
among the various theories will be on© 
attributing to 9haw the purpose of argu¬ 
ing against tho tendency of men to over¬ 
glorify women they love, when these 
women, after all. are only women. Anoth¬ 
er will point mrt that Candida Is drawn 
as a model wife, conceding the mastex-y 
to her husband because sho loves Min. 
though conscious of Ms weakness. Still 
another will consider 'the work as a sa¬ 
tire of affectation, *i*jrlous emotions and 
mawkish sentimentality. The wise per¬ 
son*, however, wIM not bother their heads 
about tho didactic aims, but will look 
back at the play a* one brilliantly writ¬ 
ten, adroitly constructed and continuous¬ 
ly entertaining. They wifi recall many a 
sharp line spoken by the characters and 
many a amUe the words caused. They 
will enjoy the mental satisfaction so woil- 
wrltten a play hold for them. 

TO them the cleverness and Ingenuity of 
the ptvco will appear as its distinguishing 
elements. They will see how* the author 
has chosen a big subject and played with 
It; how he has created some well-defined 
nnd potential characters and trifled with 
them, and how. having attracted hls au¬ 
dience. he has trifled with it. They will 
wonder little that Shnw could not resist 
the temptation to employ a scene so 
anarchic in conception ns that of an auc¬ 
tion of a wife; they will also find it diffi¬ 
cult, to grant that any husband oould be 
so great a fool a* to do what Morell did, 
or. being so great a fool, could be a moral 
weakling. In tine, they will not coneldvr 
the piece with wrinkled foreheads and 
cumbersome logic, but will let it go os a 
light thing, characteristic of Shaw In Its 
artificiality, Its caustic dialogue. Its trav- 
eiicty of people and Its refreshing orig¬ 
inality. 

In such a play Arnold Daly made Ida 
first appearance as a star In Louisville, 
and hi* fine study of the character of the 
effeminate young poet won him instant 
favor. Tho nervous, shy manner, the pet¬ 
ulance. the consciousness of helpless ness, 
were reflected with consummate skill, 
and, except for a disposition to shriek and 
telescope hls words In some of the stress¬ 
ful passages.

lated. At this Juncture Mayor Combs 
asked the committee to make known 
pubHcly the officers and membership of 
the Law and Order League, as he did 
not feel like treating with an organiza¬ 
tion whose membership he did not 
know. He stated that he had heard 
that It was a political organization 
for the purpose of hnrassing and em¬ 
barrassing his administration, and told

Mayor Grainger Prepares Circular 
For Distribution Among 
. th© People. 


Reasons why* the Issue of bond* for 
sewer purp<*»s should receive the ear¬ 
nest and active support of the voter* 
of Louisville are given in a pamphlet 
which Is being issued by Major Grain¬ 
ger, It was prepared by him und sev¬ 
eral thousands of them will be printed, 
to be dlstiibut»?d all over the city, The 
ordinance which authorizes the sub¬ 
mission of the question of th® bonds to 
the voter* nt the coming election ia 
printed In full in the first pages., Th®n 
come some of the arguments in favor 
of the bond Issue and facts to show 
the gTeat need of new sewers. 

The following extracts, taken from 
the pamphlet, show some of the argu¬ 
ments which are used: 

At the general election, to be held on 
November 8 . 1904. the taxpayer* will he 
asked to placu their stamp of approval by 
voting 'ito" on the proposed Issuance 
of bond* In th© city of Louisville, tn the 
sum of three million five hundred thou¬ 
sand dollar* for the construction of sew¬ 
er*. reconstruction of streets and th© im¬ 
provement of Beargras* creek.

Let It b© understood at th© outset that 
th© proceed* derived from the mil© of 
these bonds will lie spent as the work ad¬ 
vances. and only as provided for from 
time to time by ordinance of the General 
Council.

Chi Cairo. Oct, 21.—(Special.]—The to¬ 
bacco truFt which aeelcp to control 1 the 
retail tobacco business of Chicago and 
75 per cent, of the cljrar trade outride 
of tho loop district has formulated a 
new plan. This became known In Chi¬ 
cago upon the arrival of a circular let¬ 
ter from tho Continental Tobacco Com¬ 
pany, of New York, one of the loading 
companies which constitute the trust 
Here is a quotation from the circular 
letter: 

"We have formulated a new trade 
plan to take the place of our former 
allotment offer, and as this plan will go 
Into effect on November 1, 1904. our 
present allotment offer is withdrawn, 
effect \\m at the close of business Octo 
her Sl,n904.*' 

Opinions differ as to what the "new 
trade plan" will be Some local jobbers 
incline to the belief'that the trust is 
about to adopt a plan similar to that 
which It enforces In cities like New 
York, Philadelphia and Boston. This Is 
to make special prices to the "favored 
or trust Jobbers so that they can under¬ 
sell the independent jobber who han¬ 
dles Independent goods. 

Chicago dealers In cigars and tobacco 
who/uDderwtood the situation here say 
that the local Jobbers who have accept 
ed the "allotment offer" of ihe trust In 
the past hq.ve been practically forced 
to push trust-made brands to the ex¬ 
clusion of Independent good* In order 
that they may not be obliged to forfeit 
their profit*.

Those who have trusted great names in Wall Street, to rob and 
plunder in the metal markets or in Montana, for their benefit have 
met with judgment. 

Those who have followed Ijired mountebanks predicting alluring 
prices for false wares may believe as much or as little as they please 
of the confessions of the false prophet now crying for revenge in a 
wilderness of words. 

The world will grow better and move forward into the light, 
irrespective of how to take darkness visibly, the attempt of finan¬ 
cial frenzifiers to raise 'k panic mobs fr mong their victims. 

The age of iron, of steam and of the telegraph is closing. The 
age of steel, electricity and the telephone has opened. 

The limitation to the new age is wholly oife of money. Rebuild¬ 
ing and re-equipping in the now consolidated railroad systems of the 
L’nitcd States is limited by the supply of money. W hen the Penn¬ 
sylvania railroad system calls up five times as much capital per an¬ 
num as it disburses in interest and dividends, other railroad systems 
find their development stimulated by the example, but impeded by 
the lack of the money supply. 

The line between the age of iron and the age of steel is that be¬ 
tween the W aldorf and the Astoria. The W'aldorf was the last build¬ 
ing constructed in New York with iron. The Astoria towers above 
it with steel construction, but the first was only finished about eleven 
years ago.

The liquidation appears completed. The tendency of money is 
into the LInited States from the North, from the W r est and from the 
East. Japan is shipping it to us; Alaska is shipping it to us, and 
Europe must ship it to us for her proportion of the cotton crop, for 
which the South must receive $300,000,000 more per annum than 
was received upon the average of the lzyrt ten years of the Nineteenth 
century. 

The earth is producing gold as never before, and so far as can 
be seen to 1910 must produce it in increasing quantities, and the

States. 

With the gold problem settled, liquidation completed, abundant 
crops gathering, prosperity for this country is inevitable. The rail¬ 
roads have the tonnage and can now raise the money to replace and 
improve their rails and equipment. 

Hence, the Steel problem of the future is settled, for the rail¬ 
roads consume 40 per cent, of the steel produced in the United States, 
and the L T nited States consumes one-half the steel of the world. 

The danger of the future is not one of lower prices for steel. 

Therefore, we say now is the time for business men to build.

"I am tired of lying In Jail and want 
to have this thing over with one way 
or another." 

"But didn’t you understand what they 
might do to you?" 

"I don’t give a d—n what they do." 
he replied carelessly as he smoked a 
cigarette. "Why shouldn’t I plead 
guilty? I did It. What else was there 
for me to do?”

RULES CHANGED 


TO SIMPLIFY BUSINESS COURSE 
IN PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


No Longer Necessary For All Pupils 
To Spend Three Years In Com¬ 
mercial Classes. 


At a meeting of the Commercial 
School Committee of the School Board, 
the rules of entrance to the Commer¬ 
cial School were amended, and the 
course modified to eult the amount of 
previous education that the pupils may 
lhave bad. Heretofore the entire three- 
year course hud been Insisted upon, ex¬ 
cept in a few’ ca««*. But by the change, 
the following schedule r roie been ar¬ 
ranged : 

Pupils from the ward school*, who 
have successfully completed the eight 
grades, are admitted without examina¬ 
tion to the first year of the Commercial 
Bcbool, and at the end of a three-years’ 
course, having successfully accom¬ 
plished their work, they are graduated, 
fOtted for commercial life. 

Those who have passed through the 
first or the firM and second years of 
High School can finish the course at 
the Commercial School in two years, 
and, if found capable, possibly in one 
year. 

Graduates of the High Schools and 
Juniors from the High Schools are ad¬ 
mitted to the senior clasa of the Com¬ 
mercial School and can be graduated In 
•ne year. 

This department Is a branch of the 
public schools, and Is now’ open to all 
fhoso who will enter. The course Is 
made up of the following studies, 
through the three years: 

First year, bookkeeping, English, oor- 
gespondenre. arithmetic and physiology 

Second year, bookkeeping (complet- 
ed), English, stenography and type¬ 
writing. commercial law and business 
letters. 

Third year, stenography and type¬ 
writing (completed), commercial geog¬ 
raphy. English, civil government, eco¬ 
nomics and business letters. 

The CommercJa! School has been In 
existence for many years, though In its 
present location only since September, 
389S. It l«t» situated in the old Second 
and Gray-street ward school, and dur¬ 
ing Its existence has turned out many 
pupils, nearly all of whom now hold 
responsible positions throughout the 
city. 

It Is a well-known fact that there Is a 
great demand among business men. as 
well as professional men, for educated 
competent stenographers and bookke p- 
efs of both sexes, and the rule recently 
passed by the Commercial Committee 
opens the door to supply this want. If 
the young people of Louisville will 
avail themselves of the opportunity.

Appellee. Weed S. Ch^lf. was elected 
Circuit Jurtg^ of the Ninth Judicial fiU.tnu 
it th»* November election. Ilk.a. having 
>een previously nominated for raid office j 
ov ti primary election. Appellant, James 
Montgomery, wna also a candidate, but 
declined to enter the primary by reason 
of the assessment made by the District 
’oir.mlttee on the candidates to pay the 
^xt>ense« of the primary After the elec¬ 
tion of Judge Chtff. appellant Montgom¬ 
ery filed this suit to have hl« eleotion de¬ 
clared void, on the ground that ho was 
not legally nominated In said primary 
election: First, because one of tne four 
-umWa of the committee calling the 
rimary acted by proxy ; second, becaus* 
he i ommlttec was not sworn; third, be- 
iiuse the call allowed minors, wh 1 would 
•*e of »ge at the date of the regular e?ec- 
:Ion, to vote In the primary; fourth, be- 
ause the expense holding the primary 
was assessed against the candidates, 
which. If not paid, prevented their name* 
on the ballot. 

Held—First—Proxy.—In calling a pri¬ 
mary election the committeemen can no* 
act by proxy, unless party law* expressly 
n'filwrlz'S It but w"b*=re the committee Is 
crmpTged of four members, three ».f .vn( ra 
w*ere pr**sent in |»erson, *he f.*ict that the 
fourth member was repre»^ot^d 1-y jiroxy 
did not make the act of the conmm.*e Il¬ 
legal or void. 

Second — Sworn — Allegation — Denial— 
Pr**eumption—Burden—Effect.—Where the 
netitlon alleges that the committee call¬ 
ing a primary was not sworn, and this 
allegation Is denied In the answer, the 
preaumptlon. In the absence of evidence, 
fs that they* compiled with the law and 
w-cre sworn, and the burden Is on tho 
plaintiff to show, affirmatively, that they 
wore not sworn. Admitting, however, that 
they were not sworn, tt did not have the 
effect to Invalidate the primary’, as no 
fraud or wrongful act or Intent was 
shown or attempted to be show’n cn the 
part of the committee or any one inter¬ 
ested In the election. 

Tlilrd—Minors—Voting In Primary*.—The 
fact that the caJl of the committee for a 
primary election permitted all youths of 
* le party who would be of age at the 
regular election for which the primary 
was to nominate a candidate to be then 
voted for, did not moko the primary in¬ 
valid. It Is not shown that any minors 
voted In the primary, yet. If It had been 
shown, it could not have affected appel¬ 
lant. who was not a candidate in it. It Is 
elementary that no one can complain of u 
failure to comply with a law unless he 
has been prejudiced thereby. 

Fourth—Coe»t of Primary—Assessment or 
Oandidate*. —Under Kentucky Statutes, 
Section 1564. providing that all e^p. uses 
of holding primaries shall he borne by ihe 
political party holding same, and shall 
be defrayed In such manner as mav be 
prescribed by the committee, and Section 
1561. providing that nny person desiring to 
submit h!s name to the voters In the pri¬ 
mary shall 4 • • notify the committee that 
he Is a cand'd*to, and, upon complying 
with the conditions prescribed by the 
committee, • • • shall he declared to he a 
candidate, and any person who has not 
complied with the conditions prescribed 
bv the commit «e • • • shall not have his 
name printed on the ballot us*-d 'n such 
primary, the committee has authority to 
prescribe cond!t : ons to be compl.ed with, 
and r.ne of the^e condition** may include 
the payment by the candidate of a du* 
portion of the costs of holding the pri¬ 
mary. 

Fifth—^"Free nnd Kqu*il Elections"— 
The provision of th * constitution that "all 
♦•lections shall be free and equal*' Rppl es 
only to general elections. The Constitu¬ 
tion makes no provision for holding pri¬ 
mary elections. 

Sixth—Conclusion.—Even admitting that 
the statute did not authorize the assess¬ 
ment on the candidates, and that It w*as 
a violation of the Corstttutlon. yet nj>- 
pellee, with other candidates, submitted 
to It. and paid 1L and had their names 
placed on the ballot, and appellant de¬ 
clining to submit, and fail ng to proceed 
bv mandamus to compel the committee to 
place his name on the ballot, a> he had 
the **'ght to do If the committee’s act on 
was illegal. \v« are unable to see how It 
rendered appellee** election in the primary 
void.
